la your letter of 24 December 1953 you suggested ibex, 
problems relating to clandestine intelligence required a 
clarification of B3CID #5 rattier than an "Agreed Activities 
paper.

Each formal study of the problem Oi 
clandestine intelligence operations, after debate of the 
various view presented, caw without exception to an accep- 
tance of the principles reflected in HSCID f-5* 

A revision was Issued on 26 August 1951 to meet new con- 
ditions arising from the Korean Wax and the establishment of 
SA5K), but the paper as revised is still a statement of oasic 
responsibilities rather than an attempt to spell oat the con- 
ditions that will govern all conceivable relationships and sir* 
eraasbanees. There is, however, ample flexibility in the con-
